DETAILED ACTION 

In response to the filed November 17, 2003 in which the applicant has canceled claims 1- 
5, 13-17, and 33-34, amends claims 6-7, 18-19, 23, 27, and 35, and claims 6-12, 18-32, and 35 
are pending in this office action. 


EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ted Masters Reg. No. 36,209 on March 22, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Please change in claim 6, line 9 the word "piece" to -pieces- between the words chess 

and in. 

Please change in claim 7, line 10 the word "piece" to -pieces- between the words chess 

and in. 

Please change in claim 18, line 10 the word "piece" to -pieces- between the words chess 

and in. 

Please change in claim 19, line 10 the word "piece" to -pieces- between the words chess 

and in. 
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Please change in claim 35, line 12 the word "piece" to -pieces- between the words chess 

and in. 

Please insert into claim 23, line 12 the word -only- before the words one King. 

Please insert into claim 23, line 13 the word -only- before the words one Queen. 

The changes to claim 6, 7, 18, 19, and 35 were to correct minor spelling errors and the 
changes to claim 23 was made to avoid a potential prior art rejection, and to place the application 
in condition for allowance. 


The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant amends 
claims 6, 18, and 35 in accordance with the previous office action of paper number 2 mailed 
October 6, 2003. The prior art does not disclose nor teach in claims 7 and 19 designating the set 
of chess pieces disposed on a fourth side of the playing as common pieces which may be moved 
by any of the three players in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. In regards to 
claim 27 the prior art does not disclose nor teach two players and only two players to play a 
modified game of chess having two sets of chess pieces belonging to one player and the other 
two sets belonging to the other player and the game ending when both of a player's kings have 
been put into checkmate in combination with the rest of the claimed limitation. This statement 
is not intended to necessarily state all the reasons for allowance or all the details why claims are 
allowed and should not imply that all the reasons for allowance have been set forth.
